NORTHERN MAILS. 


A letter received .a short time ago 
from atraderin the north, and handed 
to the Buttery for publication, urges 
very strongly the establishment by the 
government of a mail service from 
Chipewyan into the farther north. At 
present there is a regular mail from 
Edmonton to Chipewyan, but any 
traders and trappers living beyond that 
limit are utterly in the dark as to all 
that transpires in the outside business 
worlc. in which they ‘are, necessarily, so 
largely interested. The amount of 
brsiness done in this almost. unknown 
“farther Worth,” would surprise the 
outside world. During the season of 
1896, two traders living at Fort Re- 
solution, three hundred miles north of 
Chipewyan—and Her Majesty’s mail— 
bought $35,000 worth of fur and this 
fur was sold in Edmonton. These 
traders are only two among many, and 
this year they expect to doa business 
equally as large as last. “It is such 
men as these who would be aided in 
their business and assisted generally by 
the extention of the mail service, and 
as the letter states they do not ask for 
any frequent service, but would be 
satisfied if the government could see its 
way clear to send the mail into them 
twice during the winter and they in 
return offer to provide fish for the dog 
trains used in carrying the packet,

CLOSE OF THE DEBATE. 

Orrawa, May Ist, ’97. 

The tariff debate closed' at 12 
o'clock last night without any amend- 
ment having been proposed by the 
opposition. Although fault was found 
with many of its provisions from both 
sides of the House, no one seemed 
to be able or willing to give force to 
their objections by a vote rejecting 
the general principle involved. There 
is no doubt that the protective policy 
has not realized the expectations of its 
promoters in its general results, and 
the country is tired of it. In so far 
as the new tariff is a departure,from 
the protective principle it is generally 
acceptable to the country, a fact 
which the opposition have recognized 
by not challenging a vote on it. While 
the fact that it is a radical departure 
from the general principle of protec- 
tion renders it acceptable to the 
majority of the people, although pro- 
tective duties have been to some ex- 
tent retained. The government has 
declared its independence of the 
manufacturers, and this is what the 
people wanted. The more tie manu- 
facturers complain, object and protest 
the better the people are satisfied 
with the stand taken by the govern- 
ment. Numerous deputations from 
Montreal and other manufacturing 
centres have been interviewing the 


ministers during the past week, asking | 


that certain reductions be not carried 
out. On the other hand the free 
trade element of the government party 
demand still ferther reductions.: So 
far the one demand _ has balanced the 


vther. The manufacturers are foolish 


if they do not take what they have | 


got and be thankful; for the sentiment 
of the House and country, represent- 
ing the great protecting classes, is that 
the special advantage of the manu- 
factures should be further curtailed 
rather than increased. The preferen- 
tial trade clause of the tariff meets 
with general commendation as is real- 
ly its strong point. Itis not yet 
known what course will be taken by 
the opposition in committe of the 
whole, but it is expected that the dis- 
cussion -will not be unduly lengthened. 
It is understood that an arrangement 
between both leaders has been reach- 
ed to close the House early in June. 

The railway question has not yet 
come up for discussion and nothing is 
yet decided. The opinions of mem- 
bers of the cabinet vary very widely. 
The reports circulated by the Globe 
that an arrangement had been arrived 
at between the government and the 
C. P. R. regarding the Crow’s Nest 
Pass road was absolutely untrue. 


THE GOLDEN WEST. 


From the Liverpool Mercury, 
April 24th: Frank Richards, the 
first captain of the first company of 
the Liverpool boys’ brigade, who 
travelled through the United States 
and Canada to personally _ in- 
vestigate the country and its pros- 
pects for the young men of Great 
Britain, writes to us in reference to 
the excitement recently caused in 
consequence of the announcement in 
the press that a government surveyor, 
Mr. Wm. Ogilvie, who has been win- 
tering on the Yukon river, has ad- 
vised Mr. Sifton, at Ottawa, of valu- 
able gold discoveries on the tributaries 
of that river, which are not in British 
Columbia, but northeast of the pro- 
vince. Mr. Richards states that the 
most northern tributary of the Yukon 
river runs within a few miles of the 
Mackenzie river, which empties itself 
into the Arctic Ocean. The greater 
part of the Yukon river, say seven- 
tenths of its length, is in Alaska, 
which is United States ‘territory, the 
northern part of which is quite 2000 
miles from the United States proper, 
the greater portion of the river being 
within the Arctic Circle. This part 
of the country is very mountainous, 
and comprises the northern portion of 
the gigantic mountain ranges which 
form the backbone of the American 
continents. It is said that a report 
has been received from Inspector Con- 
stantine by the government in Ottawa. 
In this report it is declared that new 
goldfields on the M'tQueston, Stewart 
Pelly, Salmon, Klondike and other 
known bearing stzzams only await 
facilities for transportation of pro- 
visions to be opened up. It will be 
apparent that the principal obstacles 
in the development of these vast gold 
fields are the climatic condition of the 
country—the difficulty of access, in 
the first instance, and the scarcity of 
provisions, as the natural result of re- 
siding on the borders of and within 
the Arctic Circle, 

it may be of some interest if it 
is stated that the way in which I 


reached the gold fields in the North- 
west Territories. It was by steam- 
boat to New Yeris, and then journey- 


ing several days on the railway, over. 


Niagara, by steamboat on the large 
lakes and through the Lake of the 
Woods, and then travelling a thousand 
miles across the prairies, via Winnipeg 
and Regina (Regina is the capital of 
the Northwest Territories, a poiat of 
| deviation for settlers who occupy that 
magnificent and fertile park-like 
country which lies to the north. Jt 
is here that the executive council of 
the Northwest Territories meet, repre- 
sentatives of Assiniboia, Alberta, and 
Saskatchewan which are under the 
| jurisdiction of a lieutenant-governor. 
It is also the headquarters of the 
mounted police, a fine military or- 
ganization numbering 1000 men, ‘The 
population is between 2000 any 3000 
persons) ‘and €algary, which is 2260 
miles from Montreal. It was from 
this place that the first view of the 
Rocky Mozntains was obtained, 150 
|miles away, a fact which goes to 
illustrate the delightful clearness and 
rarity of the atmosphere in these 
northern districts. Calgary has a 
population of about 5000, and is a 
very handsome stone built tewn. It 
|is charmingly situated on a hill-girt 
Sateines. The course then lay direct 
north, crossing the North Saskatche- 
wan river at Edmonton, an old post 


of the Hudson’s Bay Company, now a 


rising town. Both Calgary and Ed- 
monton are admirably served journal- 
istically by Mr.QW. Leigh Bernard, « 
Lincoln’s Inn barrister, and Frank 
Oliver, an M. P. for Alberta. The 
distance from Calgary to the district 
referred to by Messrs. Ogilvie and 
Constantine is about 1500 miles as 
the crow flies, over mountain, valley 
and river, through Alberta, Athabasca 
and the northern part of. British 
| Columbia, into’ a country not yet 
divided into provinces or settled. 

This undoubtedly is the best route 
by which to reach the country first 
mentioned, crossing at Fort Saskatche- 
wan the North Saskatchewan river, 
which is wide and navigable for a 
| very jong distance. It is nearly 2000 
miles long. The principal mountains 
in Athabasca are the Cariboo and 
Reindeer. The Athabasca river wouid 
| have to be crossed, and afterwards 
the Smoky river, and proveeding by 
way of Fort St. John or Fort McLeod, 
or taking the route by Fort Ver- 
million on the Peace river, 56 deg. 
Omin. N., 117 deg. Omin. W., which 
takes its rise in the Athabasca lake 
| at Fort Chipewyan. (These forts are 
| frequently old outposts of the Hud- 
|son’s Bay Company. And it is due 
| to the honorable dealing of the com- 
: pany that we are able to successfully 
| deal with the Indians in these north- 
ern latitudes.) And then, after cross- 
ing the Liard river, an important 
river with many. tributaries, and 
which rises in the same district as the 
| Pelly river, the gold fields are reach- 
ed it must be remembered that 
these rivers are in the same latitude 
as Greenland and Iceland. Another 
roate, and one that has been taken, 
is by ship from Vancouver to the 
northwest shores of Alaska; but, the 
hardships and the mountain ranges to 
be crossed after the passage by ship is 
over, are difficulties which require 
serious consideration. I think Mount 
St. Elias (10,500ft.), Fairweather 
(14,708ft.), and Mount Crillon (13,- 
500ft.) would ali be seen at one and 
the same time in this district, and 
the height of which conveys some idea 
as to the difficulty of access in this 
direction. 

The principal object in writing is 
to afford young Englishmen some re- 
liable information as to this locality. 
It is not intended, io discredit Mr. 
Ogilvie’s statement as to the abund- 
ance of precious metals in this coun- 
try, which is the richest in the whole 
world ; but, having been in the gold 
mines in British Columbia in 1892, 
and on the old roads that miners had 
to travel in the fifties, it is my duty to 
remind them that there is such a 
thing as difficulty of access and tran- 
sit, ice and snow, and scarcity of pro- 
visions, in the Arctic circle; and 
from whai I know of gold washing on 
these northern rivers, I think I would 
much rather sweep the streets. of 
London, and asa crossing-sweeper I 
should have considerably more con:- 
fort, less exposure, and. probably more 
| money at the end of the year. There 
is plenty of gold nearer home, both in 


the Lake of the Woods, northeast of 
Lake Superior, a country through 
which Lord Wolseley took the Red 
River expedition, and in the Kootenay 
district in British Columbia, which is 
easily reached on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. If it occupied 20 days to 
reach Calgary from England, it would 
occupy 100 more days to reach the 
gold fields on the Yukonfriver. Mr. 
Harry de Windt endured terrible 
suifering on the Russian coast opposite 
to the mouth of the Yukon’ river, and 
it may be taken for granted, I venture 
| to think, that miners en the Yukon or 
any of its tributaries could only work 
from three to four months in the year. 
The inhabitants of Alaska are a very 
inferior kind of Eskimo, and the 
majority of them will reside on the 
coast of the Behring Sea and North 
Pacific in order to get walrus—the 
flesh of which they eat, and the tusks 
of which they trade in. 
these places there is not even a blade 
of grass, and the winds are so terrible 
| on the highlands that it is almost im- 
possible to exist. The greater part 
of the land in the loeality of the rivers 
and tributaries previously referred to 


In many of’ 


is from 2000 to 5000 feet above sea 
level. It may be mentioned that 
some of the Indian tribes in British 
Colunbia and on the islands are can- 
nibals. ‘They are a very inferior type 
of Indian to those met with on the 
prairies. 

If any young man seriously ‘in- 
tends to go in for gold mining, then he 
had better go direct to Revelstoke, 
and from this centre locate himself 
according to the best information he 
gets; and if he has sound judgment 
wind and limb, plenty of energy, in- 
dustry, money and friends, he can 
make a fortune. He will be able to 
see ice and snow here all the year 
round without going nearly 2000 
mile north to the Arctic Circle—where 
gold may be had in abundance, but 
where it is reasonably possible to die 
of starvation with pockets full of gold 
in actual possession.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Hon. Clifford Sifton returned to 
Ottawa from his western trips on Tues- 
day last. 


Bills to ineoporate the Yukon and 
Hudson’s Bay railway company and 
the Trappist Monks, of Manitoba, were 
read a second time in the house of com- 
mons. 

Rumors conflict materially as to the 
diplomatic attitude of the Turks accord- 
ing to one report, Edhem Pasha has 
asked armistice of five days ; according 
to another, an armistice already exists 
by the tacit acquiescence of both com- 
manders; while the third describes 
Edhem Pasha as only awaiting rein- 
forcements for an attack upon Phar- 
salus, to be followed by an attack upon 
Volo. 

By a new ruling of the supreme court 
of Canada on the marriage law, per- 
sons married in Canada, who go to the 
United States for divorce and then re- 
turn are guilty of a bigamous act and 
liable to the penalty inflicted by the 
criminal code. 

The provincial legislature of British 
Columbia has, by a vote of 19 to 10, 
passed a decisive change in the miner- 
al act, under which any person requir- 
ing free miaer’s rights must not only 
be over 18, but also be either a British 
subject or else declare an intention so 
to become. The change will be popular 
with Canadian and British born resi- 
dents of British Columbia, but the 
United States miners will not relish 
this adoption of the Pacific provi:.ce of 
their own western states policy of pre- 
ferring the subject, native born or 
naturalized, to the alien, as ragards the 
obtaining of most valuable privileges.

In reply to 
this crucical question the under noted 
figures give the average results of 73 
years’ farming.

Being an average increase of nearly_ 
$400 a year. 

The next question was: “Can a man 
make money at farming?” To which 
in addition to the above figures, forty 
farmers say “ Yes,” without qualifica- 
tion, and the other six respondents 
say “Yes, if freight rates were lower.” 
These rates have since been reduced 
to a very satisfactory basis. 

On the question of the comparative 
profitabieness of the — different depart- 
ments of farming, opinions are equally 
divided between “stock and dairying” 
and “ mixed farming.” 


TAXATION. 


The average rate of taxation for 
schools is six mills on the dollar, 
(which means 3-5ths of 1 per cent. of 
the assessed value of the land); and 
for roads and fire protection $2.75 for 
each 160 acres. There are no other 
local and direct taxes. 


CAPITAL REQUIRED. 


The farmers go on to say thata 
capital of $960, in addition to the 
price of land, if he buy it, is requir- 
ed by a settler to commence farming 
with a fair prospect of success. This 
amount equals about £200 sterling ; 
the pound sterling being ‘worth four 
dollars and eighty-six cents in Cana- 
dian currency. 

The implements, é&c., needed to 
start with, and their prices are: Team 
of horses, $125 ; harness, $32; waggon, 
$80 ; sleighs, $25; plow,.$28 ; seeder, 
$85; harrows, $20; disc harrows, 
$35 ; —— and binder, $155 ; mower 
and rake, $95; roller, $10: other im- 
plements ard tools, $50. Total, $740. 


LIVE STOCK 

The farmers generally recommend a 
beginner to procure all the stock which 
he can afford to buy and for which he 
has means of accommodating and 
feeding. Some mention a definite 
number ; the average being 2 oxen or 
3 horses, 4 cows, 3 pigs, 4 sheep, and 
21 fowls.. The average prices (May, 
1897) of these would be: Team of 
oxen, $80 to $120; cows, $20 to $35 ; 
sows, $8 to $18 ; ewes, $3 to $5; hens. 
20c to 50c; ducks, 50c to Te; geese, 
75c to $1.50; and turkeys, 75c¢ to 
$1.00. The prices vary according to 
size, condition, breed, season of the 
year, and other circumstances.

The average distance to a grist mill 
is nine milés ; and the question “what 
is the rate charged for gristing ?” elicit- 
ed a‘ number of replies voicing the 
usual complaints of theffarmers against 
the millers, and showing that the 
average levy for gristing, wen custom 
work is done,, to be one-quarter toll or 
124 cents per bushel. 

The supply of timber fit for log 
buildings is generally abundant; the 
kinds “of wood mentioned being 
poplar, spruce and tamarac. The 
price of sawn lumber is about $13.50 
per thousand feet board measurement. 
The price of doors, windows, shingles 

r roofing, and of different kinds of 

umber are given in the advertising 
pe ages at the end. Native Canadians 
can be got to put up good comfortable 
md houses quickly and at small costs, 

from $100 upwards, The first 
house generally serves as the kitchen 
of the dwelling of later date. 


The prices of food, clothing and 
ether supplies usually required dy i im- 
Migrants are given in the advertise- 
ments of the dradirs contained in this 
haidbook, By studying these the in- 
tending settler will be able to judge 
for himself the advisability of either

CHAPTER XVI. 
TIME TO ARRIVE. 


GENERAL iNFORMATION,

New land should be broken in June 
and backset later in the season to pre- 
pare for the next year’s crop, 
Every immigrant should suit his own 
circumstance and time his arrival 
accordingly, taking care if possible to 
come at the time which would enable 
him to most quickly get, 40 work. ~As 
a guide, however, the replies received 
to the question as the best time of 
year to come are here given: One 
recommends Ist February; one, Ist 
March; six, Ist to 15th April; ten, 
Ist to 30th May; nineteen say 
spring ; seven, Ist to 15th June; one, 
Ist July ; 
fall. 

The question “What are the chief 
causes of the failure of those who have 
not been successful?”, elicited a num- 
ber of replies all going to show that 
failure is not to be attributed to the 
country, but to the lack of experience 
business habits, energy, sobriety, per- 
severence, and sufficient capital on the 
part of the settler. The selection of 
poor land and the misfortune of los- 
ing the first crop on which the new 
settler without money solely depended 
are also mentioned. There is a gener- 
al expression of opinion that there is 
no reason why-any man should fail 
here, but his inability to succeed any- 

where else; and that no one who has 
| really made an effort to work intel- 
ligently has failed. 

There are a number of .complaints 
made of the poor quality of much of 
the foreign immigration brought to 
| the country. Some of these’ had 

neither the means nor the courage to 
stand a bad first year, and left the 
country abusing it. 

Farmers with sufficient means to 
keep them until the farm begins to 

| yield profitable returns need have no 
fear of failure.

Mr. McLay, of Horse . Hills, says: 
“T consider this country. §hé back 
bone of Canada. We have the finest 
of soil, good water, coal in unlimited 
quantity, timber, gold, a healthy 
climate, the best system of schools in 
the world. People coming here have 
no experiments to make as in farming 
it has been tested for the last eighty 
years.” (This long period of course 
refers to the experience of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, who always had 
a fine farm at Edmonton). Continu- 
ing Mr. McLay recommends going 
‘into mixed farming and thoroughly 
cultivating the soil. 

Mr. T. G Hutehings, of Poplar 
Lake says : > “ After, nineteen ~years 
experience I do say: the country itself 
is all right.” 

Mr. Harrold remarks: “What this 
country needs is good energetic men 
with capital enough to buy good 
land, machinery and stock and get 
their farms in good shape. Then 
there is no dange: of failing.” Though 
it is immensely easier for such men-as 
Mr. Harrold mentions to succeed, 
and the advice .to_come to this dis 
trict can be unhesitatingly~ giver 
them ; yet as the chief causes of suc- 
cess or failure lie in the man himself, 
one possessing the other necessary at- 
tributes of success need not. allow 
the lack of as much money as 
is elsewhere stated to be desirable to 
start with, to deter him from coming 
and trying his fcrtune in a district, 
where it is probable that—owing to 
expected developments in gold mining 
—there_ will be considerably more 
demand vhan hitherto for farm labor 
and farm produce.

MR. JURY ON THE EDMON- 
TON DISTRICT. 


A. F. Jury; immigration agent in 
England, who visited this district a 
short time ago, returned to Toronto a 
couple of weeks ago and ina interview 
with a representative of the Globe, had 
the following information to give con- 
cerning the Edmonton district. 

From Calgary I went to Edmonton, 
190 miles north. There seems to be a 
jarge tract of fine land along the line 
ef railway, but it is much tied up by 
railway and land companies. It is not 
ail fit for farming but the greater part of 
it is as fine land as any-out of doors. 
From Edmonion I drove to St. Albert 
mission, a French-Canadian settlement 
about eight or nine miles distant, and 
a fine farming locality which is mak- 
ing great progress. I also visited Fort 
Saskatchewan and Agricola and at the 
Jatter place met Mr. Pearce an emigrant 
from the Parry Sound district. Mr. 
Pearce showed me the class of crops. 
he raised on his farm, and the wheat, 
oats and peas were of the finest quality, 
For the five years he has been there, he 
told me, he has never had a grain of 
wheat frozen and ell that he bas grown 
has been No. 1 hard. 

The country is well watered and 
well timbered: and the farmers when 
they team their produce to market at 
Edmonton can take a return load of 
ceal at $1.25 aton. As an illustration 
of the market offered this district by 
ihe opening up of the Kootenay I 
might say that I came out of British 
Columbia in company with 


the surrounding country, and on my 
return he had collected, during the 
three working days allowed him, two 
carloads of hay, oats and eggs. . For 
the eggs alone he had paid the small 
farmers $1000 in cash, which proves 
a great blessing to them, seeing that in 
the past they had to exchange their 
produce fer store truck.
